ecessary equipment for home preserv- 
ing need not be costly, but it is wise to equip 
oneself with the proper utensils at the begin- 
ning rather than try to make do with substi- 
tutes. This may be “a penny wise and a 
pound foolish," since quantities of fruit or 
vegetables may be spoilt for lack of proper 
ttles, etc. 
Bottling outfits, containing all that is neces- 
á Ros be obtained at prices varying írom 


A complete bottling outfit for fruit, veget- 
ables, meat and game preserving consists of a 
steriliser (which can also be used as a steam- 
cooker when not required for bottling), with 
three, four, or five dozen vacuum bottles— 
according to the price of outfit—covers, rub- 
ber rings, and clips. It also includes a ther- 
mometer for ascertaining the exact tempera- 
ture (for success depends greatly upon ac- 
curacy), a book giving full directions, and a 
bottle-brush for cleaning the bottles after 
their contents have been used. Thus every- 
thing necessary is included.in the outfits, and 
it only remains for the housewife to carefully 
follow directions to find herself the proud 
possessor of a store of bottled provisions of a 
most professional appearance. 

The jars for bottling can be obtained in 
various sizes and shapes. For small -fruits, 
such as strawberries, raspberries, mulberries, 
blackberries, cherries, etc., and small vege- 
tables, such as peas and mushrooms, size No. 
20 bottle is recommended. This holds one 
pound of fruit with water, or one and a half 
pounds of fruit without water. 

For plums, peaches, MR apricots, toma- 
toes, asparagus, etc., size No. 27 is suitable— 
or a broader bottle, holding nearly twice the 
quantity, can be obtained in No. 40. 

Special straight-sided bottles can be ob- 
tained for game, fowls, rabbits, etc., varying 
in height and ca ity. 

Various minor devices are procurable which 
considerably lessen the labour of preparing 
the fruit oe vegetables, whether for bottling 
or nn -making

From the list of entries for the Royal 
Dublin Society's annual Horse Show at Bails. 
bridge it will be seen that '“ made ' hunters 
five years old and upwards will number 435, 
while thoroughbreds, a fine show, will include 
more than 90 yearling colts and fillies. Young 
horses, suitable for hunters, have increased 
by 25 per cent. as compared with last year, 
while there will also be a fine collection of 
riding cobs and ponies. 

The harness features will be better than 
ever. In this section al) the noted cross- 
Channel exhibitors are represented. A new 
additional feature at this year’s show is the 
introduction of a ladies’ hunter class—ladies 
to ride side-saddle, in hunting costume, for 
a valuable cup presented by Lady Helen 
McCalmont. This innovation has proved an 
instantaneous success, no less than. 42 ladies 
having signified their intention to compete, 
and Lady Greenal! will have no light task in 
selecting the cup winner on the second morn- 
ing of the show. 

The Inter-Hunt competition, for the first 
time, has attracted an entry from at least 
one English Hunt. It is hoped that this touch 
of friendly rivalry is a forerunner of entries 
from cross-Channel and overseas Hunts at 
future shows.

EXPERIMENTS. 


- 


A pamphlet in reference to the plant breed- 
ing plots and potato experiments at Stor- 
mont Castle Farm has been issued by the 
Northern Ministry of Agriculture. The prin- 
cipal object of agricultural plant breeding; 
it is stated, is to introduce improved strains 
of the ordinary farm crops, and to build up an 
efficient organisation through which cartified 
stocks of pure seed of the best varieties will be 
available for farmers. The methods of work- 
ing are two—(1) pure selection, (2) artificial 
cross-fertilisation. Very striking results have 
been obtained in recent years by means of 
artificial cross-fertilisation. There are great 
possibilities of crop improvement through this 
method, but immediate results need not be 
anticipated. Infinite care and patience are 
necessary before the plant breeder can deter- 
mine whether his new varieties are superior 
to those already in cultivation, and when he 
has produced one possessing special merit 
several years must elapse before sufficient seed 
is available for it to be placed on the market. 
The Ministry proposes to devote special atten- 
tion to oats, potatoes, flax. and rye grasses, 
and it is intended that the work of the Divi- 
sion shall be linked up with farmers in the 
closest possible manner through the county 
instructors in agriculture by means of variety 
tests and demonstration plots. 


NOVEL MACHINES AT THE 
ROYAL SHOW.

Amongst the vast array of agricyltaral 
machinery and implements at the Royal Show 
at Chester this season one of the most re- 
markable was the MeCormick combination 
tractor, reaper, and binder, exhibited by the 
International Harvester Co. In this machine 
the binder is driven by direct shafting from 
the tractor. The object is to prevent the can- 
vases choking. and also to secure lighter con- 
struction of the binder. The arrangement is 
also one which renders the machine less liable 
to slip in soft ground, a difficulty which was 
experienced by many farmers last season. 

ms Blackstones showed a meadow 
mower constructed in such a way as to get 
rid of the driving rod. The knife was driven 
by means of an eccentric. The machine is 
still more or less in the experimental stage, 
but, from casual inspection, it seems to be an 
advance on the present tvpe of mower.

NEED FOR MORE DATA. 


At the meeting of the Executive of the Far- 
mers’ Union on Thursday last, Colonel O'Cal- 
laghan Westropp made a suggestion whose 
scope might well he widened and applied to 
the whole industry of agriculture. He urged 
that s census should be taken of the mor- 
tality amongst live stock due to the preva- 
tence of fluke. We are rot sure, indeed, 
that in its narrow and exact sense the par- 
ticular census @esired would prove so helpfui 
as Colonel O'Callaghan Westropp imagined. 
The proposals of the Government have not 
yet have time to be given effect to, and it 
must be, we presume, at the best a year or 
two before results Ly which their efficacy can 
be tested will be known. Moreover, the 
Government, being committed to them, and 
the Oireachtas having been prorogued until 
November (by which time it is hoped the 
agricultural outlook will be improved by rea- 
son of a good harvest), we scarcely think that 
the collection of the figures in question, takea 
alone, ‘vould throw a great deal of light on 
our position, gs i as a whole. There 
is this, however, to be said for the proposal : 
that irish farmers and, indeed, the whol: 
nation, are in considerable doubt not only 
in regard to the future prospects of the iu- 
dustry, but as to its immediate present. We 
have had no general census since 1911, and 
are thns arguing en doubtful and* probably 
erroneous figures about every matter affect- 
ing crops, live stock and tillage, vhich n- 
volves for its full understanding a statistical 
interpretation. Indeed, in so far as a back- 
ground of ful! vital statistics, including a 
population census, is essential for the thorough 
consideration of every aspect oí the nation’s 
life. it might be nlausibly argued that even 
very full agricultural statistics may tend tv 
misleading conclusions if segregated from 
Other statistica! data. 


A Census Wanted. 


Whether as part of a 
census or «a8 an eifort to obtain 
exhaustive information regarding farming, 
expert attention should be Tirected early and 
intensively upon all the leading factors in 
the questions with which our farmers are 
confronted. The type of problem we have 
in: mind is illustrated by two books just, 
ublished upon the English agricultural out- 
ook, which two divergent writers alike con- 
sider serious. One of these, Lord Ernie's 
“ The Land and its People’’ was discussed 
in an /rish Times editorial last week. The 
other, ‘‘ Land Tenure and Unemployment,”’ 
by Mr. Frank Jerry, deals with virtually the 
same problem, but from an opposite political 
angle. We are not at present concerned with 
the respective remedies prescribed by these 
writers for an ailment which both admit. 
Their conclusions, which are, of course, 
radically different, do, however, require the 
attention of Irish farmers, and of the 
publicists and the Governments of this 
country, North and South. Lord Ernie’s 
view is that British farmers should grow 
less food, for, beyond advising them to ha 
co-operative societies he does not seem to see 
how they can secure prices which will make 
British farming pay. If Lord Ernie's advice 
is followed “Britain will probably grow less 
corn in future and produce more butter, How 
are we in Ireland to react if that should be 
seriously adopted as an agricultural policy in 
the sister island? To answer this must we not 
first make an intensive study of our position, 
and as a primary factor in such study ascer- 
tain how we stand now! 

The fact would seem to be that we must 
mainly werk from conjecture if we would 
envisage the agricultural problem of to-day. 
We hear that farmers are selling ott and 
their sons clearing out. Side by .side with 
that, we know that there is a widespread and 

rowing desire for the landless man to acquire 
iand and the ‘‘smali’’ man to acquire more 
of it. What we need is an exact survey, 
somewhat like that published last year by 
Cornell University Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Ithaca, New York. As a result of 
that study, it was ascertained that “ the 
proportion of persons gainfully employed in 
the United States who were engaged in agr'- 
culture changed from 87 per cent. in 1820 to 
35 per cent. and 26 per cent. in 1920." This 
is stated to be a greater change ' than any 
that has taken place in any important 
country. What proportion of adult Irishmen 
is gainfully engaged in farming’ The ques- 
tion: will ‘provoke a broad smile.” Although 
our country is not “important” in the world- 
use of the adjective, it is very important to 
us, and it would be not only of interest but 
ot definite practical importance to us to know 
more definitely than we do know just where 
we stand now. Should the “ gainful employ- 
ment” be guessed by pessimists at 1 per cent., 
how near is that to the truth? The latest 
figures showed, too, that our own agricultural 
population was forming a smaller percentage 
than hitherto. We need to know to-day— 
and it will take many different minds colla- 
borating to a common end to determine it— 
whether. and how far, and in what direction 
the belance between shopkeeping, profes- 
sionalism, industry, finance and agriculture 
is falling on the side of rural or of urban 
employment, and to what. degree this means 
national prosperity or national adversity. Or, 
if we restrict the inquiry solely within the 
boundaries of agriculture itself, we should put 
this as a fundamental here requiring an 

, if not an immediate, answer. re 
re É, many holders of tillable land of 
rood quality of 100 acres and over or too few, 
for the national well being!

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CLONAKILTY AGRI- 
CULTURAL SCHOOL. 


RUN ON COMMERCIAL LINES. 
| Tillage farmers, especially in Munster, can 
learn much from a periodical visit to the 
Agricultural School, Darara, Clonakilty. As 
a demonstration farm it is somewhat out of 
the way, being 36 miles south of Cork, on the 
seaboard, Located on a slope overlooking 
Clonakilty Bay, this farm of 356 acres 1s 
typical of many in the character of its soil. 
It is naturally poor, and inclined to be dirty, 
hut, with good cultivation and careful atten- 
tion, it produces excellent crops, while the 
live stock kept are an object lesson to all 
concerned. During the tillage campaign, 
when increased food production was the 
principal aim, the work of the college was 
more or less neglected. Now it is in full 
swing again. Controlled by the Department 
of Lands and Agriculture, this farm is con- 
ducted as far as possible on commercial lines. 
About 100 acres are under tillage, 165 acres 
are in permanent | pany or meadow, and the 
remainder is tilled.on a four course rotation, 
extending to a six or eight course rotation 
by grazing from two to four years. 


Cropping. 

The crops mainly grown are wheat, barley, 
oats, potatoes and roots. Sufficient roots, 
cabbage, hay and straw are raised. to feed 
the farm stock, while a considerable quanticy 
of grain and potatoes are sold for seed. 
Varieties of these crops are tested against 
each other. There are also manurial trials 
and tests as to différent methods of culti- 
vation. The difference in the appearance of 
roots with and without proper tillage is very 
marked. On the properly cultivated plots the 


of my visit, was closing over the drills. 
Especially remarkable was the beet crop. It 
was far in advance of any other seen this 
season, and one eould see at a glance the 
importance of allowing sufficient room for 
development. Thinning at the proper time 
and at the right distance, together with 
drills 27 inches apart, seem to give the best 
results, as far as general appearance goes. 
Mangels and turnips look well, and there is 
promise of an abundant grain harvest. 

e farm is worked on the mixed system 
with dairying, stock raising, and pig fatten- 
ing as the principal aim. Under. permanent 
meadow there are 44 acres this season, while 
254 acres have been devoted to first crop 
meadow. Oats are grown to the extent of 
38 acres, while there are 74 acres of barley, 
five of potatoes, six of mangels, two and a 
half of beet and one and a half of 
yellow turnips, one of narrow stemmed 
kale, and ten of swedes. Catch crops 
follow the early potatoes, which meet 
with a ready market. Epicures already sold 
made £11 per ton in Cork. British Queens, 
as second earlies, are coming in now, and 
realise £2 per ton more than Epicures. A 
second spraying of potatoes was being given 
at the time of my visit. Catch crops are 
grown for foddering the live stock. A 
system of costings is adopted, which is very 
helpful in arriving at the cost of various 
operations on the farm. 


Fine Dairy Crop. 


There are 50 cross-bred cows in the registered 
dairy herd. These are all oi Shorthorn type, 


The average is difficult to ascertain precisely 
as the students take their turn at milking in 
batches, and, as every dairyman knows, such 
changes are seldom beneficial. Five of the 
best cows in the herd are of Captain Clarke’s 
breeding, and are beauties in appearance. 
The cows are timed to calve from October to 
May. There are this year 24 yearling heifers 
to be retained for breeding purposes, and 
those of outstanding quality will be retained. 
In addition there are 36 thnfty looking calves, 
and 14’in-calf heifers. Some of the female« 
have been mated with a Friesian bull, and 
the value of the progeny for dairy purposes 
will be tested side by side with those of 
Shorthorn type. The result of this experi- 
ment will be watched with interest. 


Some Experiments. 


Another useful experiment being carried out 
has reference to the production of young beet 
as against the common practice of rearing 
cattle as stores. This is being demonstrated 
by different methods of feeding similar 
animals. A pure bred Shorthorn bull is used 
for crossing, and most of the calves dropped 
are reared.

and of vastly greater importance. 

In saying that the Minister's statement quite 
overshadows the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee I do not wish to imply any lack of 
appreciation of the Committee's efforts. Their 
report bears evidence. of much hard work 
and of skill in presentation. ‘the misfortune 
is. that so much skill and industry has 
ebviously been devoted to minor elements in 
the general transport problem. .While many 
hundreds of thousands of pounds are being 
wasted annually, and transport development 
seriously impeded by the i ti of a road 
programme, the Committee—owing to its 
terms of reference—has ‘apparently spent its 
main energies upon: efforts to adjust in- 
equalities in the details of taxation. Not only 
so, but almost a year must elapse’ before 
their highly contentious conclusions can be 
uccepted or rejected by -the Oireachtas. 

OBSCURE PROCEEDINGS, 

Resisting .the temptation: to examine the 
recommendations of the report, it is desirable 
to ascertain the history and conatitutiona! 
authority of the Committee upon whose 
authority it is issued. Why was it appointed? 
What are its relationships with the Executive 
Council and the Oireachtas! First, it is a 
** Sub-Committee”’ appointed by the “ Roada 
‘Advisory Committee. ' Its report is presented 
to the '“ Roads Department”’ of the (extern 
“Department of Local Government’’—and 
there is presumptive evidence that its report. 
though presented five months ago, haa not 
yet reached the Ministry for Finance or the 
Executive Counail. 

But why this roundabout and obscure pro- 
ceduré? The answer is important in so far 
as it bears upon the essentials of our whole 
system of transport administration. The 
Provisional Government, when it ‘took over 
administration from the British Ministry of 
Transport, split up transport responsibilities 
between various departments—allocating Rail- 
ways to the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce [a member.af the Executive Council) 
and roads to the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment (an “extern” Minister not responsible 
to the Executive Council)—instead of trans- 
ferring the whole problem to an Irish Minis- 
try of Transport. This arrangement, subse- 
quently confirmed by the Ministries’ Act of 
1923. involved the automatic appointment. of 
a Roads Advisory Committee, upon the 
English model; by the Department for Local 
Government. - 

A STATUTORY. LIMITATION, 

The vicious and paralysing outcome of this 
unnatural divorce of transport control be- 
comes evident when we turh from the Sub- 
Committee's report to the. Minister's recent 
statement in the Dail. In that statement he 
outlined a programme under which nearly 
£8,000,000 is to be spent on Free State roads 
during the next. three years. Of this 
£8,000,000 approximately half is to be derived 
from taxation and to be spent upon the re- 
constfuction of 1,500 miles of selected ‘ Trunk 
Roads.”” These 1,500 miles of roads have been 
selected and defined by some authority. . By 
whom’ Mr. Burke is gúite definite upon this 
point. “TI have,” he said, “with the assist- 
ance of the Roads Advisory Committee and 
Chief Roads Engineer, settled on a scheme 
for the improvement (i.e rebuilding) of what 
may be regarded.as the National Highways 
of “the State.” - ' : i 

Now- let ús be quite clear what thís 
involyes. The business oí the Roads Advisory 
Committee is coufined.by Statute to” read 
problems. : 

Not alone this statutórv limitation, but it 
ix an open secret that the Committee upon 
whose advice a scheme of “National High- 
ways for the State” has been designed took 
ins @Vidence upon, and gave no detailed can- 
sideration to, the closely interwoven problems 
of railways and harbour services. amail 
verify the statement, but I am credibly in- 
fermed that not even the railway experts of 
the. Ministry of ladustry or the harbour ad- 
visers of the ‘Ministry of Finance were enn- 
sulted by the “Roads Advisory Committee 
when framing their proposals. 

If these are the facts—as substantially they 
are—has not thé moment arrived at whic 
to cal] a helt in such a career of midsummer 
madness’ Is it vain to appeal again to Presi- 
dent Cosgrave to create-a body of exceptional 
authority ‘which will tell ms, with the least 
possible delay, what are the relative values 
and the proper future relationships between 
our roads and our railways, and our various 
canals ‘and harbours’ 

A WITHHELD REPORT. 

Mr. Burke gave a clear indication that his 
scheme could only mature with the approval, 
not yet forthcoming, of the Minister for 
Finance, but, he concluded—* As soon as ! 
am informed whether the scheme can be 

need the matter will be forthwith 
nitiated by the Local Authorities. ' From 
this itis clear that Mr. Burke assumes that 
Parliamentary sanction is either unnecessar) 
or Has al¥eady been given for one of the most 
vital and far-reaching decisions vet taken ™ 
the Free State. Yet it has not been the sub- 
ject “of even one hour's: debate in Dail or 
enate, Even the report of the Roads Ad- 
visdry Committee, upon which the Minister's 
policy and programme are founded, has been 
withheld from the Oireachtas and the public. 

One word in conclusion. None of my com- 
ments or criticisms is aimed at the Manister 
for ‘Local Government. He has struggled 
hard in almost impossible conditions to get 
something done, e knows the urgency of 
the road problem, and be is undoubtedly alive 
to the necessity of absorbing thousands of 
unemployed men upon its practical solution 
without any avoidable delay. But he must 
alse know that. hie resources in monev and 
men can be fully absorbed for at least a yer: 
upon road vecohgtruction works and improve 


ments ae to which no serioua difference et. 


opinion can. arise. While these works are 
proceeding the iwherent vice of divided: trans. 
port control—ot which he himself is probably 
the chief victim—~ar be remedied.

MURDER APPEAL.

OUESTION OF CONCERT. 


The Court of Cftiminal Appeal, Dublin, 
vesterday resumed: the hearing of the apphca- 
tions by Cornelius O'Leary ahd annah 
O'Leary for leave to appeal against their 
conviction and sentence of death for the 
murder of their brother, Patrick O'Leary, at 
aa, Co. Cork, on the 26th February, 


Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., resumed his address. 
Mr. Justice Hanna, he said, had asked a wit-. 
ness: ' What kind of a woman was Hannah 
in disposition ; was she cross?’ and the answer 
was: ' She was not cross with us.” The 
Judge then asked: ' Was she cross or good- 
tempered ”” and the witness answered ; “When 
she would meet us she would not want to 
speak to ns.” Answering the Judge, a wit- 
ness named O'Regan said that Patrick O'Leary 
was “the boss’’; and, in his address to the: 
jury, Mr. Justice Hanna said: ‘It is open to 
the suggestion that Con had the women of the 
house on his side against Patrick, who was 
bullying and bossing them all." 

Counsel] submitted that the Judge should 
not have asked questions as to the apenas 
of the prisoners, and should not have made 
such a statement to the jury. Referring to 
the question of concert, he said that there 
was no doubt that this case was tried as @ 
concerted crime, but there was no evidence 
of concert until after the death of Patrick. 

Mr. William Carrigan, K.C., in reply for 
the State, said that their lordships for three 
days had been listening to a case which had 
assumed a different form from the case tried 
in: Green street. A common feature in the 
case was that the man had disappeared on 
the 25th or 26th February; that nobody, ex- 
cept members of his family, could have seen 
him after that, and that his remains were 
found in different fields afterwards. Who 
was to be answerable for his disappearance? 
Surely those among whom he lived. These 
i were asked for an explanation, and 
hé¥ gave an untrue explanation. Everything. 
they said was, disproved, and the fact. re- 
maimed that the defence was that these people 
their brother having been butchered. as he 
lay asleep in bed in an outhouse—because of 
their family pride. dissected his remains and 
threw them actually to the dogs. The defence 
was that every member of the family was con- 
cerned in the dissection of the body, by assent 
or otherwise. But the evidence that the two 
prisoners had a hand in this abominable 
butchery and dissection was also evidence 
that suggested murder, and the jury found 
them guilty. 

Mr. Carrigan concluded by submitting that 
there was no ground whatever for an appeal. 

_ The Court then adjourned until this morn- 
ing.

Srr,—Though “natura!ly no one likes to 

counter any scheme of improvement to the 

city, it seems that this scheme of turning 

Merrion square into a Memorial Park for the 

Irishmen who fell in the war is unsatisfactory 

from all points of View. 

As óne who, with many others, fought 
with, and knew many of, the gallant Irish- 
men who fell, I am certain of one thing-——that, 
if they had known anything was to be given 
in membry of their gallantry, chey would have 
desired, one and all, that it should be handed 
over to those who fought and suffered with 
them. That a large number of these men 
exist in Dublin and elsewhere in varying con- 
ditions of poverty and disablement is evident 
to all who care to see them. 
have pained the men who died more than to 
know their comrades would live in want and 
care when the war had passed. 

To spend £40,000 on laying out grounds, 
iron gates and a cenotaph, and then spend 
£1,200 per annum in keeping it up when 
there are so many of these men about and 
among us, to say the least, is ill-advised. 

Why not build some cottages, with a bit of 
land, in the country outside Dublin, and so 
enable such as are deserving to get a happier 
and” healthier livelihood, and in time they 
could become national property’ Or, if that 
were not satisfactory, build an institution to 
house the disabled and unfortunate soldigrs of 
the Great War. 

As fot’ the children which it is supposed 
to benefit, they have St. Stephen's Green, not 
three hundred yards away, where they can 
spend all the hours they want fo on the grass, 
arid without ruining the premier square of 
Ireland, which alone, perhaps, still proclaims 
the ancient dignity that once invested this 
city,

Yesterday's sale concerned with 4 
acres of meadowing, and when the shots in 
terrupted the proceediags about one-half had 
been sold. There was no panic among the 
bidders, who took the affair coolly, but the 
sale was abandoned.
